“ It’s only a m atter of tim e until 
this and every other county will 
have to have voting machines. This 
16 to 18 hour day for election of­ 
ficials at the polls is too wearisome 
to the average worker who has to 
do the checking and counting at 
the polls.” 
This rem ark by one of the clerks 
in one of the election voting spots 
here is echoed by a number of 
workers. 
At that, Fayette County voting 
places, with few exceptions, re ­ 
ported earlier with complete re ­ 
turns that was in the case in most 
Ohio counties. 
Last Tuesday’s election ballots 
proved a little more tiresome for 
counting and tabulating each vote 
than usual because of the make­ 
up of the ballot. The necessity for 
each voter to m ark each convention 
delegate on either ticket he voted 
proved a complex undertaking for 
many. 
While Fayette County’s complet­ 
ed tabulations were ready to report 
earlier than in most places there 
was still many an edgy worker, 
who, while going home in the wee 
sm all hours of Wednesday morn­ 
ing, probably vowed “ never again.’’ 
Voting machines do away with 
the weary counting in precinct 
voting places and last minute fren­ 
zied counting and tabulating. Just 
one manipulation of the voting 
machine 
lever 
in 
each polling 
place and there is immediately tab­ 
ulated all votes that have been 
cast on election day there for each 
and every candidate and issue. 
If the election workers had a 
tough time, so did those in the 
news room of the Record-Herald. 
Besides the tabulating of the re­ 
sults, there was the constant jang­ 
ling of telephones; literally hun­ 
dreds of people called in Tuesday 
night and all day Wednesday until 
thej 
received 
their 
newspaper 
which gave them the outcome of 
the voting in black and white. 
But. th at’s what we all expected 
and what we all wanted; that is 
what we were at the office for. 


The official said the increases 
are necessary to keep grocers’ 
earnings at a fair level.

When the data 
are ready for review, an official 
said, another round of increases 
may be necessary for many types 
of foods. 
The current increases being 
considered, as well as any that 
may be made after June 15, have 
no connection with a recent em ­ 
ergency court of appeals decision 
holding benefits of the Capehart 
Amendment apply to all distribu­ 
tors, including food dealers. 
Unless the Supreme Court over­ 
turns this decision. OPS officials 
have said it may mean still anoth­ 
er hike in food prices. The Cape­ 
hart Amendment requires OPS to 
perm it new ceilings figured on the 
basis of pre-Korean prices plus 
cost increases from June 24, 1950, 
through last July 26.

Releasing Dodd 


Truce Negotiations 
Still Deadlocked 
Over POW Dispute 


SEOUL, May 9—tMI—Gen. Jam es 
A Van Fleet said Friday night he 
will use force if necessary to res­ 
cue Brig. Gen. Francis E. 
Dodd 
from the Communist prisoners of 
war who captured the general on 
Koje Island prison camp. 
Van Fleet said he would not 
give in to the Reds “ unreason­ 
able” demands for special privi­ 
leges before 
they 
release 
the 
prison camp commander. 
The U. S. 
Eighth Army com­ 
m ander made his statem ent after a 
flying trip to rebellious Koje, off 
.the southern tip of Korea. 
Van Fleet was under orders from 
Gen. Mathew B. Ridgway, supreme 
Allied com mander, “to use what­ 
ever force is necessary” to free 
Dodd without delay. 
The 52-year-old Dodd has been a 
prisoner since Wednesday, when 
North Korean POWs seized him at 
the gates of a compound.

RIDGWAY SAID the K o r e d s 
were demanding “ phones, perm is­ 
sion to organize, writing paper and 
some other things” 
before they 
would release Dodd. 
Meanwhile, deadlocked Korean 
negotiators met for only IO min­ 
utes. A UN Command spokesman 
said the 
Reds probably awaited 
new instructions from higher up. 
The 10-month-old negotiation is 
stalled over the issue of prisoner 
exchange, the only m ajor block in 
the path of an arm istice. 
North Korean Gen.

lied hands and rejected the UN 
proposal to return only those who 
would go voluntarily.

THE ARMY released only m eag­ 
er details of the new rebellion at 
Koje and kept newsmen from go­ 
ing there. 
An Eighth Army spokesman said 
Dodd and Lt. Col. Wilbur Robert 
Raven of Newton, Tex., were seiz­ 
ed while standing at the gate of 
the prison compound talking to 
leaders of the 6,000 Communist 
prisoners. 
“The gate was a wide one,” the 
spokesman said. “Dodd was stand­ 
ing in the center of the gate. 
“ When 
the 
prisoners 
grabbed 
him, it was an organized mob and 
he was swept inside. 
“ But Raven was standing be­ 
side a post of the gate. When the 
prisoners grabbed him, he seized 
the post, held on, and by fighting 
and 
kicking 
managed to free 
himself.” 
The Army said Dodd has been 
treated well by the Reds. He com­ 
municated with guard posts out­ 
side the barbed wire stockade by 
Army field telephone and courier­ 
ed messages. He received Ameri­ 
can food while the North Korean 
POWs ate their usual bowls of rice 
-both passed through from out­ 
side. 
Dodd relayed a Communist de­ 
mand for 1,000 sheets of writing 
paper and a “ hospital representa­ 
tive.” The paper was stacked out­ 
side the gate. But Brig. Gen. Char­ 
les F. Colson, newly named prison 
camp c o m m a n d e r succeeding 
Dodd, allowed neither paper nor 
medic to pass through the gates. 
Instead, Colson dem anded the 
Reds release Dodd forthwith. The

Highly. T hat is why he paws his

little, 
lf 
there is anything a

stand, it is to be understood all 
the time. 
One of the delusions of the of- 
five wolf is that his overtures to 
the hired girls are a guilty sec­ 
ret, known only to him.

Diet and Health 
New Drug Discovery 
Is Help to Epileptics 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
Brain waves 
and new drug 
discoveries are helping epileptic 
persons lead a norm al life. 
The real cause of epilepsy is 
still often a puzzle At one time, 
doctors 
believed 
the 
condition 
was heredtiary, but recent evi 
hence seem s 
to disprove this 
blanket theory. Many times we 
discover that epileptic attacks 
accompany brain injuries, differ­ 
ent kinds of strokes, tum ors of 
the brain, or meningitis. 
In the vast m ajority or cases, 
however, we cannot find any defi­ 
nite reason for epilepsy. It is be­ 
lieved that brain injuries or in­ 
juries of early childhood may 
have something to do with bring­ 
ing it on. 


Appearing After Thirty 
When epilepsy m akes its a p ­ 
pearance after the age of 30, it is 
important not to chalk it up to 
“ cause unknown.” The person 
should have a thorough physical 
examination to detect any pos 
sible cause, such as a brain tu 
mor, perhaps. 


A record of the person s elec­ 
tric brain waves is very helpful 
in finding the type of epilepsy he 
has, thus enabling the doctor to 
use the right treatm en t for that 
patient. This record is m ade with 
a machine called the electroen­ 
cephalogram, and the test is not 
at all painful or inconvenient. In 
fact, it may be rather pleasant, 
as it is sometimes made while 
the patient is taking a nap. 
New kinds of medicines are 
now giving us definite success in 
making epileptic attacks less fre­ 
quent and severe Sometimes, the 
improvement is very m arked and 
prompt. However, there are a 
num ber of deferent drugs for dif­ 
ferent types of epilepsy, and it is

A drug known as mesantoin 
combined w i t h phenobarbital, 
and a drug called dilantin have 
given good results in this disor 
der. In other types of epilepsy, 
another drug called tridione has 
helped. 
It is usually found that a com ­ 
bination of several drugs is best, 
and it may take a while for the 
doctor to work out the right com 
bination.

That which was designed as an 
aid to life had become a burden 
on it, and Jesus revolted against 
the whole idea. 
But it is important to notice that 
Jesus did not give himself over to 
profane living, just because he re­ 
volted against the nonsense which 
passed in the guise of ‘‘Sabbath 
keeping.” 


One Day in Seven 


It is coming to be recognized in 
all civilized lands that the worker 
is entitled to ‘‘one day's rest in 
seven.” Thousands of our readers 
can remember the time when the 
12 hour day and the seven day 
week were accepted standards in 
certain industries. 
The 
crusade 
for 
the 40-hour 
week, with one day’s rest in sev­ 
en, has been the product of the 
preaching of the Christian Church. 
The sanctity of the Sabbath has 
been one of the most powerful 
arguments used in behalf of the 
rights of workers. 
To profane the Sabbath, and to 
adermine the influence of the 


Church, is to destroy the effec 
liveness of one of the best friends 
the worker and his family have 
ever had. 
It is a common thing to heal 
commentators, lecturers, and even 
preachers, condemn the ‘‘home, the j 
church, and the school,” for their 
failure to prevent juvenile delin 


j quency. Occasionally a judge from 
| the bench says, ‘‘If the Church 


j had done its work well, this boy 
i would not have been in this court 
I today.” 
And at the same time the Church
